C. Taylor conferred for th ree h ours today in an effort to set­ 
tle th e captiv e coal mine strike inv olv ing 53,000 workers, but 
at. th e end of th at time Lewis told reporters any announce­ 
ment was at least anoth er h our and a h alf distant. 
At 1 p. m. noon (CST) th ey ordered lunch sent to th e 
meeting place, Taylor’s room in th e Mayflower h otel. 
Taylor, former board ch airman of U. S. Steel, and 
Lewis, h ead of th e United Mine Workers, met at President 
Roosev elt’s suggestion.

over and over

human experience, as affecting in­ 
dividuals and nations. 
Freedom of individual initiative 
and private enterprise, regulated 
only to the extent necessary to 
protect the rights of others, has 
proved to be the most powerful 
incentive to human endeavor. The 
enjoyment of this freedom by the 
Am erican people during the past 
century and a half has made pos­ 
sible the most marvelous develop­ 
ment in every field of human en­ 
deavor 
found 
anywhere 
in 
the 
world. 
The infiltration of the devastat­ 
ing 
theories 
of 
Socialism 
and 
Communism 
among 
our people, 
and particularly in our govern­ 
ment, 
seriously 
threatens 
this 
freedom today. 
Free opportunity, 
which 
has 
challenged 
every 
American youth to rise to heights 
of accomplishment limited only by 
his 
ability* 
integrity, 
persever- j 
a nee, 
and hard work, 
is giving 
way to regimentation, 
and 
the 
promise of support and security 
by the 
government 
with 
funds 
which must be supplied by taxing 
those 
who 
still support 
them­ 
selves. 
This constitutes a serious 
danger to which the m ajority of 
our people are not awake. 
Another very serious danger, to 
which we have repeatedly called 
attention, hut which is not real­ 
ized by the average American, is 
the 
breakdown 
during 
recent 
years of true representative gov­ 
ernment. 
It 
is recognized 
and 
openly stated by prominent lead­ 
ers of both political parties that 
Congress has practically surrend­ 
ered to the Chief Executive pow­ 
ers and responsibilities delegated 
exclusively to it by the Constitu­ 
tion. 
The United States Supreme 
Court, which has been proudly re­ 
garded by all Americans as the 
greatest judicial tribunal in the 
world, Is now* looked upon as rep­ 
resenting prim arily the opiniona 
of the Chief Executive. 
It is no less true that the ex­ 
pansion 
of the powers 
of 
the 
C h ief Executive of our country 
during recent years 
is 
similar, 
both in form and substance, to 
the assumed powera and authority 
exercised 
by 
foreign 
dictators 
whom 
we Am ericans 
would 
all 
like to see destroyed. W h at is no 
less dangerous is the development 
In our country of an entrenched 
bureaucracy 
by which 
freedom 
of individual action is so limited, 
dominated, and controlled that we 
are being ruled by men rather 
than by law. 
It is well for all of us to give 
thoughtful consideration to what 
Washington said in his Farew ell 
Address concerning the danger to 
free government which would re­ 
sult 
from 
such consolidation of 
powers. 
He declared: ‘ The spirit 
of encroachment tends to consoli­ 
date the powers of all the depart­ 
ments in one, and thus to or *ate 
whatever the form of government, 
a 
real despotism." 
In considering 
these 
dangers 
within, we are confronted by the 
strangest 
inconsistencies. 
W hile 
those in authority are proclaiming 
their devotion 
to Freedom 
and 
Dem ocracy throughout the world, 
they disregard, or even promote, 
the breakdown of true represen­ 
tative government here at home. 
W hile they claim 
to believe 
in 
tree private enterprise, they are 
constantly extending 
the 
stran­ 
gling hold 
of bureaucracy 
and 
governm ent 
competition, 
which 
are crushing the very life out of 
private 
enterprise 
and 
robbing 
millions 
of innocent investors— 
thrifty, 
self-supporting, tax-pay­ 
ing citizens 
of their investments 
in private enterprise. 
These dangers 
are so evident 
that we wonder why any intelli­ 
gent Am erican citizen can fail to 
realize how seriously they th reat­ 
en our welfare as individuals and 
as a nation. 
W e may be exasper­ 
ated by the seeming lethargy of
